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Dear Commissioner: 
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Responsive to the Office Action dated March 26, 2004 for the above-identified patent 
application, the Applicant hereby submits the following response. 



Examiner's Rejection: 

The Examiner objected to the disclosure in claim 24, line 4. 

The Examiner rejected claim 23 under 35 U.S.C. sec. 1 12, second paragraph, because 
there is no antecedent basis for "the bale receiving axis" in line 4. 

The Examiner rejected claims 1, 7, 8, 10, 1 1, and 25-28 under 35 U.S.C. sec. 102(e) 
as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,525,276 Bl (Vellidus, et al.). 

The Examiner rejected claims 1, 4, 6-11, and 25-28 under 35 U.S.C. sec. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 5,902,343 (Hale, et a!.). 

The Examiner objected to claims 2, 3, 5, 12-22, 24, and 29-35 as being objected to as 
being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if written in independent 
form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Applicant's Response: 

All of the present claims 1-35, including each of the independent claims, 1 and 26, 
recite an "agricultural bale equipment." 

U.S. Patent No. 6,525,276 Bl (Vellidus, et al.) includes only one reference to a 
"baler" in col. 1, lines 42-45, which does not relate to controlling the baler based on its 
position in a field. This reference also does not include does not any references to an 
analogous term to "bale." 

U.S. Patent No. 5,902,343 (Hale, et al.) does not include any references to "bale" or 
analogous term. 

Therefore, the Applicant submits that each of these two references do not anticipate 
the respective rejected claims because each of the two references to not teach or suggest the 
claimed invention. More specifically, each of the two references appear to teach agricultural 
equipment, they do not teach or suggest "agricultural bale equipment" as claimed. 

The Applicant amended claims 23 and 24. 

The Applicant hereby submits herewith: 

a) a petition for a two month extension of time with an associated fee; 

b) a change of correspondence address; and 

c) an IDS with PTO-1449 and copies of references. 

The Applicant respectfully request reconsideration of the Examiner's rejection.
